_‘Gentlemen—The Committee on Public 

Grounds and Buildings’ of the Common 

Council, have made a request to this de- 

partment, for extra police protection in 

the public parks of this city. 

During the past month, the Committee 
has spent a considerable amount of 
money in new trees, shrubbery and other- 
wise beautifying our parks and every 
effort has been made* to make them a 
source of pride to the citizens at large. 

Unless the plants, trees, ete., in their 
incipiency are properly safeguarded from 
the depredations of children and other 
mischievous persons; the city will be at 
the loss of a great amount of money. 

By the appointment of a least two 
chancemen to duty in the parks, I am sat- 
isfied we can render the Council the help 
they desire. To compel the officers on 
post to attend the parks would be at the 


sacrifice of their regular duties, which I 
would consider very indiscreet.

To the Honorable Board of Police Com- 
missioners, City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen-—-I have the honor to submit 
to you my annual report as Chief of 
Police for the year ending April 80, 1904. 

In this summary of the work accom- 
plished during the past year, great credit 
should be accorded to the officers of my 
command, for the energy, efficiency and 
perfect discipline manifested by them in 
the exercise of their official duties. 

A recommendation I will present to 
your Honorable Body, is the immediate 
adoption of the Bertillon system of crim- 
inal identification. The police are 
brought closely into contact with great 
numbers of the criminal element,, in con- 
sequence of the many lines of transporta- 
tion located in this city and as a result 
numerous arrests follow. To secure con- 
victions in these cases complete identifi- 
cation is very essential therefore by 
means of the Bertillon system, which has 
been almost universally adopted, we 
would derive incalculable advantages on 
account of the interchargeable features 
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connected with it and the results of a 
closer unity with other police departments 
e our mutual labor for the public wel- 
are. 

I trust your Hionorable Body will give 
this subject your earnest consideration, 
as our present method is practically use- 
less and absolete. 

‘Since my last annual report, efforts 
have been made to relieve police head- 
quarters from the danger surrounding it 
by reason of its unsanitary site. The ~ 
embankment around tthe prison has been 
cleared away and in a measure has an- 
swered its purpose in that location only; 
conditions in the rest of our quarters re- 
main unchanged. 

A detention room for the accommoda- 
tion of children, witnesses, etc., has been 
instituted during the past year. ‘This 
room ‘thas proven of countless benefit to 
the department, for we come across num- 
erous cases, in which imprisonment would 
be to say the least, injudicious. 

(By your recent action in increasing the 
police force, we are at present able to af- 
ford our city that protection which was 
badly neded in the past. In conclusion 
gentlemen, I offer you the thanks of the 
whole department for the aid and en- 
couragement you have given them in the 
performance of their duties. To Re 
ecorder Stanton we wish to express our 
appreciation for the assistance and hearty 
co-operation which he has extended to us, 
as police magistrate.
